A CHAPTER ON THE FAMOUS ANIMAL. 


The Beautiful Meadows of Canada Compared 
with the Red Hills of Georgia—The 
Troubles of the Jersey Pio- 
oneers in Georgia. 


“T have patted Mary Ann of St. Lambert” 
on the “el. te I have scratched the horns 
of ‘Canada’s John Bull’ said, I to my hus- 
band and now’’—. 4 

“Are you ready to die?” 

‘‘No, I am ready to go back to Georgia.”’ 

j Before us lay the biue expanse of Lake 
Ontario, sparking in the summer sun, and 
sloping to it on every side and spreading far as 
the eye could reach, were daisy-sprinkied, 
dew-gemmed meadows. 

Here and there great oaks and graceful elms 
were grouped asin a park, and where their 
lone dark shadows of cool greenness fell 
across the bending grass, herds of beautiful 
Jerseys raised fawn-like heads and looked at us 
with soft enquiring eyes. 

In the fore-ground, a many-angled pictu- 
resque cottage ringed with radiant tlower beds 
set in an emerald lawn, semi-circled by a lake 
of sapphire and opal. Near by great barns 
filled with new mown hay, overflowing with 
plenty and perfume, and every where, every 
where ran riot the rich grass covering the hill

When this conversation occurred, we (my 
hushand and IJ.) were standing in a meadow at 

kiands,’’ Ontario, Canada, the home of 

Jersey cow, ‘‘Mary Ann, of St. 

Ye had traveled from Putnam 

county, Georgia, 1,500 miles, to see this cow 

and other renowned Jerseys in the north and 
Canada. 

Pioneers ourselves in introducing Jersey 
eattle into middle Georgia, we had tyerything 
to learn In regard to their management and 
eare. Ten veers before we had tmporied to 
our alien climate and foreign soil three aristo- 
cratic, high-bred little creatures, only to see 
them sicken and die in our fever-laden south- 
ermair. Where spread the richest loam land 
pastures, there lurked the deadliest poison for 
the gentle strangers, but whether they cropped 
the bermuda bottoms or browsed on upland 
fields, they inhaled death or disease with every 
mouihful of ‘bacilli’ infested southern grass, 
and shivering with ague, scorched with fever, 
my beautiful pets laid their gentle heads down 
to rise no more no more, their soft eyes looking 
piteous!y in mine till death closed them for- 
ever.

I have a private graveyard of my 
own in Putnam county, and who shall say how 
much of beauty, grace and gentleness, of high 
breeding and illustrious ancestry lies there! 

No monument marks the lonely spot, only 
he swoop of the carrion crow, and the dismal 
flop of the turkey buzzards’ wings indicate 
that costly Jersey golgotha, but tho’ ‘‘nostone 
may tell the story,” Tam not likely to forget 
it, for in my pocket book there is ‘‘an aching 
void this world can never fill.”’ 

Alas! there"} was no Southern Pasteur 
to investigate for us the subtle germ poison 
that lurks in our atmosphere and even most 
southern born people were unaware of its 
existence, their experience being entirely with 
native catile. The extermination or cure of 
this disease lies with the coming scientist and 
fascinating and all important as the subject is, 
it is not the object of this present letter to 
dwell upon it. Incidentally it was the oceasion 
of our visit to the home of “Mary Ann of St. 
Laimbert’s’” and in this wise. Having lost so 
heavily in acclimating Jerseys and being 
much richer in experience and poorer in 
pocket thereby and having after ten years con- 
stant effort obtained at last a herd of pure 
registered hardy, acclimated Jersey cattle I 
became deeply interested in the butter tests 
they made. I read all the Jersey literature 
published in two continents, and 
gathered a whole library of in- 
formation without knowing practically 
anything of butter making. Still my deter- 
mination was fuily roused to see if our costly, 
carefully selected herd of Jerseys in middle 
Georgia could equal in quantity and quality of 
butter, what I had read other cows had done. 
To gain the practical knowledge I desired ne- 
cessitated visiting the great Jersey herds and 
dairies of America. Luckily my husband was 
known as the first member of the ‘‘American 
Jersey cattle club” in Georgia, so all creden- 
tials and introductions were given us by the 
club, and all opportunities afforded for the in- 
vestigations we desired. We found the “‘Jer- 
sey cattle club’ an organization composed of 
the most noticably cultivated scholarly men, 
representing the highest intelligence and 

reatest wealth in the United States, and to 

a brother member, even a ‘‘cracker’’ kins- 
man from Georgia, insured one the heartiest 
hospitality and kindest assistance through the 
length and breadth of the United States. Leavy- 
ing the old red hills of middic Georgia in 
early summer, we tarried a while among the 
Jerseys in the blue grass region of Kentucky, 
and then from one beautiful Jersey farm to 
another, through all the great grass growing, 
brtter-making states till we had finally ar- 
rived at Oaklands, Ontario, Canada. Here 
another warm welcome awaited us, for though 
pilgrims and strangers from the far cotton 
states, we were drawn to these kindly Cana- 
dians bya bond of interest and sympathy— 
our mutual love and faith in Jerseys. 

The description of Oaklands, Mr. Belanev 
Fuller’s home, I have given in the beginning 
ef this article,as for “Mary Ann” herself, I 
recegnized her at once by her well known pic- 
ture. Photographs, however, do not flatter 
the bovine as the human race. The camera 
gives outlines, not color or expression, and it 
would take the brush of an artist to 
do justice to the soft-eyes, intelligent head, 
and rich fawn tones shading to velvet black of 
the peerless St. Lambert cow. 

As well known as the great cow is to all Jer- 
sey men perhaps a little of her history may not 
be out of place here for the gencral reader. 
She was bred by Remeo Stephens, St. Lam- 
bert, Provence of Quebec, Canada; her sire 
being Stoke Pogis IIT, a pure Dauncey bull. 
Now while allowing due credit to the St. Lam- 


bert cattle of whose blood was the dam of

“Dauncey herd.” Who fwas “Dauncey?” 


Ah! I wish space and time were mine to fully 


tell the pretty story here; but in brief, Daun- 
cey was an English gentleman, and one day in 
the year 1521 when out riding he saw a “little 
lemon fawn cow with a white ring around her 
nose.”” She wasa Jersey and her name was 
“Pug. 

He purchased her because she struck his 
fancy, but she afterwards did more. She made 
his fortune, laid the foundation 
of the greatest herd of Jerseys in the world. 
When he bought his little cow he was scientific 
and careful enough totest her,and he found that 
her daily yield of eleven quarts of milk made ten 
and one-half pounds of butter weekly, against 
twenty-one quarts daily yield of. an 
English cow and ten and one- 
quarter pounds butter weekly. His choice 
of a dairy breed was then made, and no 
wonder! For forty-two years thereafter his 
Jerseys were the labor and Iove of his life, and 
vonderful were the results of this devction. 
He established a herd of fifty cows, solid in 
color, shading through all the tints of fawn, 


.tan and gray and to black points, each perfect 


in symmetry and condition, “long, low and 
leve!,’’ with graceful, high-bred carriage and 
gentle manners, and so nearly alike that to 
sketch one was to portray all. The sale of 
butter alone from this herd made him rich. 
For years he supplied her majesty’s table and 
the London aristocracy. The time finally 
came, however, when, owing to failing health 
and advancing years and domestic bereaye- 
ment, he felt he must part with his beloved 


| Jerseys, must divide and scatter the herd it 


had been nearly half a century’s care and 
study to gather together. 

The day was appointed for the sale, but 
when it eame the grief stricken cld man conld 
not endure the pain of parting, and the order 
was countermanded. Avain, however, he 
eonsented and from all over Europe and 
America flocked eager buyers and the great 
‘Harwood Channel Island’’ herd was foreyer 
dismembered. 

A descendent of one of these cows, far from 
her aneestrel home, is cropping Berinuda 
grass today in my own herd in Putnam connty 
and I never stroke her pretty head without 
thinking of the poor heart-broken Engtish- 
man who with trembling hands caressed for 
the last time her gentle mother. 
ve TEM. “*e (EG oie Aine PF ee pope ? al 
The sire of ‘‘Mary Ann,’’ as I have before 
stated, was from Dauincey’s herd, and return- 
ing to her, let me state here what has been her 
wonderful butter record. Her. yield of milk 
was 245 pounds in seven days, say 122 quarts, 
174 quarts per day, or 9 quarts at one milking. 
This milk made 36 pounds 12} ounces of 
butter, official test. 

Her year’s test 867 pounds, 147 ounces. Th.sze 
are so few practical dairymen in the cotton 
states that I doubtif even these figures will 
strike the southern reader with astonishment, 
or impress him with their importance. How 
many people that read these lines. know, for 
instanee, how much butter the average native 
cow will make daily, weekly or yearly? I 
have for years been trying to ascertain the 
facts and figures, and have so far failed for the 
reason that I donot and would not kKeepa 
Georgia native cow, and the people who do are 
generally unwilling to ‘take trouble” enough 
to make atést. Asnear as I ean discover, 
however, a half pound of butter is a goed yield 
per day foranative southern cow. Contrast 
this with five, and one will have an idea of the 
difference in the breeds of eattle. 

I began this letter standing by the side of the 

st. Lambert” cow and gently stroking

Ah, no. Man bas evolved me by his untiring 
energy and ceaseless toil. Your Aryan ances- 
tors found me thousands of years agoa wild 
little creature on the plains of Asia, -barefy 
giving nutriment cnough for my own offspring, 
Man changed my environment and developed 
my useful qualities. I have drawn his car or 
chariot. I have plowed his fields. I have fed 
his children. When heso wished it, all the 
strength, blood and energy that fitted me fora 
beast of burden were transferred to my mater- 
nal functions and I became a fountain of plen- 
ty. Among the Aryan Greeks I wasa goddess. 
In ancient Babylon the priests made of mca 
graven image and witheyes ofthe same un- 
fathomable calm that gaze at you I looked 
down on kneeling worshippers in Egypt. 
Every age and every civilization has left its 
impress upon me. Look at me and 
read the history of humanity. 
With me from Asia into Europe came art, 
letters, language and religion, and the pioneers 
of your race carried us on and ever on, and 
onward together, from Rome to Gaul, from 
Gaul to Normandy, from Normandy to the is- 
land of Jersey, thence to America, where the 
science of the nineteenth century has perfect- 
edme. Thus have I followed the foot steps 
of man and thus have the Jersey cow become 
the exponent of his highest civilization. 
Go home to your own country which is in- 
fested with the wild, udderless, useless cattle 
my ancestors were centuries ago, and tell your 
people what the adwanced thinkers and leaders 
of your race have made of me!”’ 
Listening to this voice that seemed to sound in 
my ears a wave of enthusiasm swept over me 
and L exclaimed: “It is true, itis true! Ever 
in advance of the masses of mankind tread a 
daring few. They encounter the difficulties and 
dangers of the unknown: they make smooth 
the paths forthe millions that follow, their 
dead fallen bodies are the stepping stones by 
which humanity climbs.”’ 

Oh, my Jersey brothers and sisters! First 
importers of Jerseys to your sectiont I ex- 
tend ‘to you the hand of sympathy and condo- 
lence where ever you abide. Whether “in the 
green pastures and beside the clear waters’’ 
of the north, or in the cotton 
ficlds and cane brakes and by the tawny rivers 
of the south, whether in the velvet parks be- 
side the lordly Hudson, orin the wild, blizzard 
breeding prairies of the far west, I greet you!

We 
have borne ridicule and abuse; yea! the finger 
of scorn has been pointed at us. That typical 
practical (?) man with hay seed in his locks or 
cotton lint upon his garments hath derided us. 
He has wagged his head and laughed ‘ha, ha’”’ 
when our unacclimated Jerseys laid down and 
died. He has placed his finger beside his nose 
and said: ‘‘I told you so,’ when prices went 
down upon us. In his profane wickedness he 
has called our beautiful Jerseys goats, and he 
hath called the owners thereof cranks. But 
his hour of triumph has passed. | 

The day dawns for us! 

Our dairy cow is acclimated. 
She has put her little foot on American soil. 
Friends and fellow citizens, she has put it 
there to stay! 

Wherever siamps that little foot, there 
springs lush grassand bending grain, there 
the land teems with ratiant plenty and the 
barns laugh with fatness and the farmer 
waxes rich. And with prophetic vision I see 
this glorious future for my native south; I see 
the old red hills covered with an emerald 
sheen; I see long park-like vistas of velvet 
turf, shaded with stately trees, whero wander 
herds of beautiful cattle; I see the opulent 
barns, the great stone dairies, the vast silos, 
the peace, prosperity and blessedness of a weil 
fed, happy people, free from debt and free from 
debt and care, and do you ask “‘what has done 
all this ?’’ 

I answer, “My dairy queen, my pet, my 
pride, tlte little Jersey cow.” —.

The Travels of Bishop Taylor 
Through Africa. 


AMONG THE JUNGLES AND LAGOONS. 


— 


Queer Experiences in ®he Oldest Part of the 
Globe—Dealing With the Lords of 
the Blacks in Africa, 


- = 
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St. Pavt pE Loanpa, Angola, ‘Africa, 
March 17.—{Specia! Correspondence.]—Bishop 
faylor and Messrs. Teter and Burr arrived at 
Leopoldville, at the southwestern corner of 
Stanley Pool, without meeting delay or serious 
incident after leaving Lukunga. Leopoldville 
is a Small settlement planted by Stanley and 
named by him for his patron, the king of Bel- 
gium. Some English Baptist missionaries are 
located there, among them being the Rey. 
George Grenfel, who has become famous for 
his extended explorations in the Congo basin. 
Mr. Grenfel has charge of a small steamer,and 
after waiting a few days at Leopoldville the 
bishop was taken on board and carried up the 
Pool twenty miles to Kimpoko. This was for- 
merly the government station, and the mis- 


Sionaries were installed in the building left va- 


cant by the officials. It is a healthy locality, 
commanding a magnificent view of the Pool, 
neighboring hills and distant mountains. 
Pending the arrival of his other missionaries 
the bishop and his companions did the same 
kind of work at Kimpoko that he had done 
elsewhere. They repaired their house, tore up 
the ground with long, steel hoes, planted yari- 
ous kinds of vegetables and established a school 
Without waiting to getsetiled. But morethan 
this, and more than he had done before, was 
the construction of a canal which the bishop 
usually refers toas a ‘‘ditch.’’ Not far from 
the house oceupied by hiia at the Pool is a 
small river that comes down from the mount- 
ains and empties into the Poo!. It is thirty 
feet wide where it passes through the mission 
farm. ‘The soil of the farm is not so rich as in 
other places where the bishop had planted sta- 
tions, and it was clear to him as a_ practical 
farmer that irrigation would more than double 
iis value. So he and his companions dug a 
“ditch” by which water from the river is car- 
ried allover their banana orchard, plaintain 
fieldand the rest of the arable land. The 
channel thus. made had to be cut 
¢ight inches deep in the shallowest portions 
and upwards of six feet in the deepest. Its 
total length is® 4,580 feet, and the bishop 
proposes that this year it be enlarged and 
lengthened so as tomake a part of it into a 
mill race with a fall of tweenty feet. It need 
hardly be said that nothing like Bishop Taylor 
has been seen before this in central Africa. 
Day after day the bishop waited and worked 
on, looking for his friends, whom he expected 
to arrive within two weeks after him. <A 
month passed by, when one of the missionaries 
was seen tramping wearily about the Kimpoko 
fields with a native guide. The bishop ran up 
to him and found that he was Lyman B. 
Walker. He hadcome thus far with Mr. Grant 
Cameron, and the others were somewhere en 
route, with the exception of one who had died 
on the way. They had the utmost difficulty in 
traversing the route followed by the bishop, 
meeting with numerous adventures, delays 
and accidents. Caravans had been 
attacked by robbers, the earriers 
had deserted them, some ._ of the 
people had fallen sick, and things went dis- 
couragingly generally. Cameron had _sre- 
by. the dock at Kimpoko landing 
while Walker set off through the fields to find 
the bishop. The bishop, however, cheered up 
his foot-sore comrades, set them to work with 
his long hoes, impressed them into ditch dig- 
ging, and together they entered upon another 
season of waiting. A monthanda half more 
passed and the time was full of perplexities 
and trouble for the bishop. He could get no 
word whatever of his absent colleagues; he 
could not construct his schooner beeause the 
materiais were still on the way. and worst of 
allhe learned from Mr. Grenfed and others 
familiar with ‘the NKassai and its tributa- 
ries that the interior rivers though 
navigabie were altogether too crooked to make 
sailing practicable. Nothing would do buta 
steainboat. There were only two little steam- 
ers on the upper Congo, one Grenfel’s boat, 
the ‘“‘Peace,’”’ and no way of using them for 
love or money, as the bishop had learned in 
selzium, When he vainly endeavored to gain 
from the government a passage on his boat for 
one manonly. The bishop was sadly troubled 
and most imen in his situation would have 
been inclined to give up the Kassai scheme. 
But not Bishop Taylor. Ifa steamboat were 


of the 
problem. A steamboat such as he needed would 
cost Oniy $20,000 to build in England and 
iransport in sections to the Pool. Twenty 
thousand doliars and a year’s time. Well, the 
bishop determined toget it. But he must wait 
until he had settled his people in comparative 
comfort and safety before he could leave them, 
and meantime several of them seemed to be 
lost. They came at last, but while waiting for 
them the bishop had and accepted an oppor- 
tunity to display another side of his varied and 
energetic character. A famine set in at the 
other side of the Pool. No cassava was to be 
had. Cassava is, like wheat in America, the 
staple article of food. The government em- 
ployes at Leopoldville could not be fed, 
the nearest market for supplies being Boma, 
hundreds of miles distant overland journey. 
Accordingly most of them had been discharged, 
the force being cut down froin several hundred 
to less than fifty. The Baptists were removing 
from Leopoldville, which is exceedingly un- 
healthy, to Kinshassa, a town on higher ground 
a few miles further east. Mr. Grenfell had 
two or three hundred natives in his employ 
building docks and houses, and he found him- 
self unable to sepply them with food. So he 
sent up to Kimpoko for “‘squangas”’ of cassava. 
A “squanga’’ isa five pound loaf of cassava 
bread. The famine did not affect the Kim- 
poko region and cassava eould be produced 
in great quantities. Moreover it 
was the center -to which _ inter- 
ior traders brought their produce for sale, and 
it was from them that Mr. Grenfel expected to 
obtain his supplies. But the bishop called one 
or two of his associates from the field and set 
them up in the business of procuring quanga 
from the native makers to compete with the 
traders of the interior. He was able, by the 
saving of ‘freightage, tosell it to the Baptists 
at a low price, and consequently had substan- 
tially a monopoly of the business. The ‘‘Peace’”’ 
came up regwarly for loads of the bishop’s 
casasva bread, and the business Hourished. One 
by one the other missionaries appeared, and 
the bishop at last left them to go down to the 
coast again and to England for 
the purpose of getting a steam- 
boat. He traveled with only a native guide 
for a companion. The 235 miles from Leopold- 
ville to the head of navigation of the Congo 
he made in twelve days. This is six days bet- 
ter than it was ever done by a white man be- 
fore, and Bishop Taylor is sixty-five years old. 

When the bishop had started from Matadi 
for Stanley Pool with Messrs. Burr and Teter, 
the people left behind occupied themselves 
mainly in getting acclimated. Hardly one of 
them escaped a touch of the African fever as 
the result of some indiscretion in the way of 
over-exertion. ‘The temptation to find out 
something about the new and_ strange land 
they had come to was irresistible for most of 
them. They either took walks among the hills 
and along the river banks, or explored the 
town studying the habits of the natives, or 
went hunting. Among those who took up the 
latter form of recreation and study was Mr. 
Charles Peters. Early in the morning of the 


sixth day after the bishop’s departure, he set | 


out with his gun for the hills to the southeast 
of the village. Up to that time he was com- 
paratively cool, and the air bracing, he_ pro- 
gressed at a rapid pace until he was several 
miles from camp. He saw many animals of 
various kinds, but forbore to shoot for the mere 
sake of killing.” He wanted to find a hare ora 


rabbit or twoto bring home for the cook to | 


serve at dinner. He had inguired of the 
natives about the hunting grounds and the pos- 
sibilitiesw of different kinds of game in 
the neighborhood. They had told 
him that gazelles and antelopes 
were plentifil on the southern hills, and when 
he found himself at the base of the ridge, he 


made up his mind to have that kind of game 
ornone. Accordingly, with that in view, he 
_ | began the ascent of the hills. They would be_ 
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height of 3,000 to 5,000 feet above the sea level. 
The hill that Peters chose to climb was one of 
the rockiest and most precipitous. It took him 
upwards of two hours to arrive at the summit. 
By the time he was half way up he had forgot- 
ten his desire for game in the exhilirating 
work -of mountain-climbing. The view 
expanded before him and _ increased his 
desire to getitall. The summit reached, he 
— a half hour or more resting and enjoyin 
the prospect. The chain of hills continue 
far to the south with many peaks higher than 
that on which he stood, but the view to the 
northwest was uninterrupted fora long dis- 
tance. 

After while his thoughts returned to the ob- 
ject of his hunt and he began to think of game 
again. He made up his mind to descend the 
ridge to the north, and thus give variety to his 
return home. Hehad gone but ashort dis- 
tance from the summit when he saw an ani- 
inal bounding along over the rocks a quarter of 
amile below. He said when he told about his 
hunt that evening that he believed 
the animal to be an _ antelope, and 
he made for it without delay. It was 
going in an easterly direction, and Peters 
accordingly changed his course in order to get 
ahead of it, if possible. He scrambled down 
the pathless rocks as fast as he could go, until 
he saw that the antelope hadgcome to a stand- 
still. It stood face away from him, perfectly 
still. It was yet so far distant that Peters did 
not venture a shot, and he crept cautiously 
down toward it. He had come within two 
hundred and fifty yards, when§ the antelope 
turned slowly about and facedj[ him. There 
was neither rock nor thicket near to conceal 
him, and following his excited impulse he 
raised his gun and took careful aim. The ani- 
mal gave him ample time to do this, but 
the distance was so great that Peters 
Was not at all sure of hitting 
the mark. When he fired he saw the ante- 
lope spring into the air-and stagger forward. 
He believed he had succeeded fully, and start- 
ed forward at as fast a run as the steep descent 
would allow. But the antelope seemed to re- 
cover from the shot or shock, whatever it 
might be, and set off on a run also. Peters was 
excited and kept up the pursuit. The ante- 
lope ran along the side of a hill while the 
hunter ran down. In this way he really gain- 
ed somewhat on his prey and was soon able to 
see that he had wounded the animal. He did 
not see that what made it run along the side of 
the hill was the fact that it was skirting the 
top ef a tremendous precipice, a sheer descent 
of bare wall more than a thousand feet from 
top to bottom. The hillsin this vicinity are 
not so high that vegetation is scant on the 
summits; it is different from that in the 
valleys, but thick enough in spots where 
the rock has soil enough for roots to grow. 
There was a clump of bushes and smal! trees 
on the very edge of the precipice at one point, 
and it was toward this that the antelope was 
making. It was evidently getting <owett & from 
the loss of blood, and Peters kept his eyes upon 
it as he ran, and he noted the clump of bushes 
and feared lest his. game should get out of 
sightin them. He had almost caught up with 
the antelope when it disappeared among the 
trees. Peters hastened all the more rapidly 
and it was not until he was within a rod of 
the brink that he realized to what he was ap- 
proaching. He had been watching the game 
so closely that he had not seen what other- 
wise would have been most evident. 
It gave him something of a start to see 
that there was a chasm yawning be- 
fore him, and he instinctively slackened his 
speed. In so doing his foot loosened a small 
stone, and tripping on it, he was pitched for- 
ward at a greater impetus than his run had 
given him. It was impossible to stop. At 
the edge of the precipice he grasped wildly at 
what seeined to be a fon. and was hurled into 
it. He felt it give way beneath his weight, 
and he let go his gun and seized the trunk of 
the bush or tree in both hands. Down he went 
it seemed to him forty feet or more. Then the 
tree swung up again under the influence of its 
own elasticity. He hung on for life, and up 
and down he swayed as the tree gradually set- 
tled into a_ stationary position. He saw 
that he was mistaken about the 
distance through which he had 
sunk to his first descent, but that failed to 
cheer him. The tree was rooted in a shelf of 
rock about ten feet below the top of the ledge, 
and its branches coming, perhaps, the same 
distance aboue the edge, had made it look like 
a bush. He had hold of the trunk within six 
feet of the very top, and he could see that his 
weight made a tremendous strain upon the 
tree. It was evidently an exceedingly supple 
wood, for it bent down so far that it 
pointed out from the rock at almost right 
angles. y these - observations passed 
through his mind in the same flash in which 
he thought out a plan for escape from his per- 
ilous position. : 

Before the strain on his arms should grow 
too great he determined to pull himself up as 
athletes do upon a horizontal bar, and get 
astride of the trunk, and then work his way 
along the base. Hecould not do this, how- 
ever, Without causing the tree to sway up and 
down again, and when he managed to throw 
his leg over the trunk he found himself in im- 
minent danger of slipping off. The tree quiy- 
ered and shook at every motion, and it oc- 
curred to him to question how long it would 
stand the repeated strains before it would tear 
away at the roots and send him crash- 
ing down after his gun. He _ had 
to change his tactics. Carefully he let himself 
down again until he was in his original posi-. 
tion, hanging on to the trunk above his head. 
Then he, with the greatest difficulty, made his 
way towards the roots bya hand over hand 
process. The chief obstacles were the twigs 
and branches that got. in his way. But every 
inch forward let the tree regain a little of its 
normal position, and eventually, when he was 
about half of the way towards the roots, it be- 
came nearly upright, and he was but a little 
below the level of the edge of the cliff. He 
reached out to the rock and succeeded in get- 
ing a hold upon the very edge. By this van- 
tage he drew himself from the tree to the solid 
earth again and sank down utterly exhausted. 

He found, of course, that his 
nerves had been badly shocked, and 
it was a considerable time before he recovered 
sufficient strength to proceed on his way. As 
he regained his spirits he felt some curiosity 
to see what had become ef the antelope. He 
went into the thicket on the edge of the cliff 
and surmised from the traces of blood on the 
rocks thatthe animal had become too ex- 
hausted to keep its feet, and had staggered 
and fallen over the precipice. Not far from 
the spot he found away to get down and he 
made the deseent without difficulty. Then 
he went along the hill at the bottom of the 
precipice looking for his gun. It was thick with 
trees at the spot directly under the shelf from 
which he had 80 narrowly’ escaped 
falling. He looked the ground over 
in vain for any trace of his 
weapon, but glancing into a tree he chanced to 
see it lodged in the branches and saw not thirty 
yards away an immense panther standing over 
the mangled body of his antelope. The pan- 
ther was evidently making a meal off it, and 
was now on the defensive, for the snarl came 
from another beast of tlie same tribe who ap- 
peared creeping forward afew yards distant. 
In an instant both had crouched and in an- 
other they had sprung upon each other furi- 
ously and were engaged in a death struggle. 
Peters watched them excitedly until one had 
put his teeth through the other’s throat, and 
stood victorious and snarling above the bleed- 
ing foe. Whether it was the one which had 
originally secured the antelope Peters could 
not decide, but it turned to the carcass and be- 
gan to finish it. The amateur hunter knew 
not what to do. He dared not get down 
from the tree as he was not sure that his gun 
was in sound condition. It seemed that he 
must either wait till the panther had finished 
his meal and gone away, which might be hours 
for aught he knew, or try to shoot him from 
the tree. If he succeeded in killing the dan- 
rerous fellow he could get down and go home 
in comparative safety. He chose 
the latter alternative The panther 
was in close range and an _ easy 
target. The gun proved to be in good condition, 
and when the smoke cleared away Peters saw 
the panther quivering helplessly over the body 
of the antelope. 

The hunt, so full of adventure and narrow 
escape from violent death, had a most unhap- 
The exertion proved altogether 
too much for Peters. He reached the camp 
not long after sundown, weary, faint and ner- 
yous. He fell at once initoahigh fever, and 
before noon the following day he died.

on being asked to give the main facts he 
willingly consented, and the following an- 
swers contain the substance of the replies 
made to the questions of the reporter:

WHAT THE ARCHITECTS SAY. 

M. Gustave E. Leo, architect and member 
ofthe board of city buildings inspectors, re- 
quested to give his statement in regard to the 
safety of the opera house in case of a panic, 
has thus formulated his opinion under date of 
September 23d, 1886: 

“In regard to that point, I beg to call the 
attention fto buildings in our city where 
masses of people congregate, asour churches, 
schoo] houses, all the hotels, the present state 
capitol, our court house, or any other public 
buildings which are exposed during the accu- 
mulation of visiters, in no less degree to a 
sudden panic among the people than the opera 
house.

The large balcony in frént of the opera house 
has been built for the only purpose to be, in 
case of great danger from,a panic, a space of 
refuge. ifthe opera house is unsafe on that 
regard, there is no place in Atlanta where life 
issafe. The opera house can be emptied in 
one-half of the time necessary to empty any 
ether building above named.” 

“Any one else ?”’ . 

“Mr. C. L. Staub, architect, of New York 
city, who was in Atlanta last fall, gave the 
following statement in corroboration of Mr. 
Lec’s opinion: ‘‘Having visited almost every 
theater in the cities of Chicago, St. Louis, In- 
dianapolis, Louisville, Cincinnati, Pittsburg, 
and, in particular, of New York city, to inspect 
the gencral arrangements of the plans with the 
bye of an architect, I will state that my first 
impression, in comparison with so many other 
play-houses, was that the number of entrances 
cad. exits, of stairways and passages, is exceed- 
ingly larve; they are very well arranged, and 
throvghout the building of suitable size and 
character; s@that, in case of a ower no stop- 
page of the spectators can possibly be expected 
on their way out. A rather. unusual large 
space has been sacrificed for the accommoda- 
tion of the publie in this respect, and most of 
theaters have only half so much room devoted 
to exits.”’ 

THE PRECAUTIONS AGAINST FIRE. 

‘‘What precautions do you use against 
fire ?’’ 3 

“Allow me at first to affirm that there is no 
possibility of any fire catastrophe in our thea- 
ter. In our provincial theaters, when a troupe 
plays only one or two nights, we make no 
Special scenery for each piece, and hence no 
accumulation of that inflasemabie material. 
All we have standsiu three grooves; nothing 
else. all the gas fixtures are rigid 
and so protectected ihat no scenery can come 
in contact with the light. For more precau- 
tion there are on the stage in three places three 
waterworks pipes with hose attached and five 
or six dozen of fire extinguishers,fire grenades, 
annihilators—in fact, ail the patent machines 
that have been offered to me, and a $150 fire 
alarm box. With such meansat hand,if a 
spark would start it would be quenched ina 
few seconds. Besides my stage-hands, who 
are distributed each one at his post during 
performances, there are two special watch- 
men, who, during the play, standin the front 
and in the back lobby, 
in case of necessity would help the patrons. 

GAS CAN NOT BE TURNED OUT AT ONCE. 

“Allow me to call now your attention upon 
other important features: All the lights in 
entrances, siairs and lobbies, are all independ- 
ent of the stage, and each one must be shut up 
Separately. "Therefore here could not be re-

A SUMMER ENCAMPMENT. 


The Horse Guard Will Camp for Ten Days 
at Salt Springs. 

The meeting of the Governor’s Horse Guard 
Friday afternoon was well attended, and was 
enthusiastic and harmonious throughout. 

On the lith of July the guard will rendez- 
vous at its armory in Atlanta at an early hour. 
The company 1 forin, and the line of march 
taken up for Salt Springs. The Horse Guard 
will, by steady riding, make the springs about 
noon, the baggage train reaching its destination 
during the evening. 

Immediately upon its arrival, the command 
will go into camp, and regular military discip- 
line will prevail. As Captain Milledge said 
yesterday, ‘Nota member of the company 
will be spoken to during the entire 
encampment, except on official business.” 
The outlook is that thirty-five cav- 
alry men will go inte camp. The guard has 
fifty-six active members, and twenty-two 
honorary members. Quite a number ofthe late. 
ter will go along with the command to Salt 
Springs. At the meeting Friday, John A. 
Miller, lieutenant; EK. ©. Atkins, quarter- 
master; Geo. H. Hope, commissary, were ap- 
pointed a committee to make all the necessary 
arrangements. Charles Wurm and Albert 
Wurm are now first and second buglers of the 
Horse Guard. 

The information was conveyed the company 
atthe mecting Friday that Marker George 
Hillyer was lying dangerously ill at his father’s 
residence. On motion, the following commit- 
tee was riage to {proceed to the home of 
Marker Hillyer and ascertain if the services 
of the members were needed in any way as 
nurses and attendants. The following com- 
mittee was appointed to look after Marker 
Hiillyer: Lieutenant Miller, Sergeant Wood- 
sides,Sergeant Hanleiter, Corporal McGarrety, 
An invitation was received from Librarian 
Pearson, of Macon, asking the Horse Guard 
to send a tilting team to Macon on the fourth 
of July. 

Captain Milledgcis im correspondence with 
the authorities, for the purpose of inducing 
the state of Georgia to receive, as a part of its 
share of the $400,000 appropriated in be- 
half of the militia of all the states, a 
sufficient number of tents, camping utensils 
and equipinent to accommodate one thousand 
soldiers. Captain Milledge says that there are 
no conveniences of the kind for the volunteer 
soldiery of Georgia,and any company desiring 
to go into camp is forced to go to the expense 

-of either buying or hiring the necessary camp 
equipage. He holds that inasmuch as Geor- 
gia’s share of the amount appropriated is to be 
paid in arms and equipment, and not in money, 
that it would be a most excellent idea to have 
a reguiar camp outfit sufficient toaccommodate 
at one time half the state’s militia. It would 
encourage the annual encampment, and noth- 
ing does more to teach the proper discipline 
and obedience necessary to a soldier, as the ex- 
perience of a week or ten days in a camp prop- 
erly organized and conducted. Captain Miul- 
ledge hopes to haye a favorable@mswer to his 
request. 

Governor Gordon has been invited to go into 
camp with the Horse Guard, and it is hoped 
that he will consent to do so. 


A SCHEME FOR A MARKET HOUSE. 


A Number of Gentlemen Ready to Build it if 
the City Desires to Make the Contract. 


For a year or two past there has been more 
or less talk about a market house, to be built 
from the Broad-street bridge to Whitehall 
street on one side and Forsyth street on the 
other, 

The demand for a market house led the leg- 
islature, at the request of the city council, to 
pass the following law: 

‘‘That the mayor and general council be and 
are hereby authorized to rent or lease from any 
party who mag build a suitable market house 
or houses in the city of Atlanta, for a term of 
not exceeding fifteen years, at a rate of rental 
not to exceed eight per centon the investment, 
and are hereby authorized to make such ordi- 
nances as are necessary and proper to protect 
the city in the said lease; and pro- 
vided, further, that the city of Atlanta 
be and is hereby authorized 
to purchase said market or markets at any 
time during said fifteen years at original cost 
of said market property.”’ 

This law was an evasion of the charter, 
which does not permit the city to issue bonds, 
but the city council can guarantee 8 per cent 
interest for fifteen years to any company that 
will advance the money and build the market 
house. 

Colonel R. F. Maddox said on yesterday: 

‘*Frank Rice, Jim English and myself have 
had considerable talk on this sub 
ject. Those ;gentlemen are very anx- 
ious to put up the money and_ build 
the market house, and some others will join 
them. We have had elaborate plans made by 
Mr. O’Brien, of New York, who is engineer 
for the Georgia Midland road, They are very 
handsome. They contemplate the iron floor 
laid level with the Broad street bridge on each 
side from Whitehall street to Forsyth street. 
The pillars that support this floor are 
tubular, and will act as sewers 
so _—c that every inch of the floor 
can be kept .perfectly clean. This floor, 
which will already be a roof to the railroad 
tracks, will be covered at a space twenty-eight 
feet by a light roof, making a handsome ap- 
pearance.”’ 

. “How much would it take to build it?” 

‘‘A bout $250,000. The city would guarantee 
eight percentonthe amount. Say it took 
$250,000, the city would pay $20,000 a year on 
this, and would have the rental of the stalls 
and booths, which ought to exceed that 
amount very largely.”’ 

“Can the money be raised ?”’ ) 

‘Without the siightest trouble. We already 
see where we can get the money, provided the 
city will make the contract. It would require 
eight per cent guarantee to make it a good in- 
vestment, because the ‘city reserves the right 
to take the property back at its original cost at 
the expiration of fifteen years or sooner if the 
contract with the builders permits. 
not pay to make such an investment and feel 
that the city had the right te come in and take 
it without a dollar’s profit within three or four 
years. If the city will do what the law per- 
mits, that is, guarantee eight per cent on the 
cost for fifteen years, the market can be built.”’

The 7 ne terete have for some time 
been pending between the Capital City Land 
and Improvement company and Mr. Charles 
Jones resulted in the company’s securing a 
lease upon the storeroom at the corner of 
Whitehall and Alabama streets, now occupied 
by Messrs. Freeman & Crankshaw.

The room in question is to be used for the 
new Capital City bank, which will be opened 
not later thau tho first of October. The room 
will be remodeled and fitted up in the most 
approved style. When finished it will doubt- 
less be one of the most complete banking rooms 
in the city.

Important Revenue Arrests. 

THE MANUFACTURERS of stills used in the 
manufacture of illicit distilled whisky are 
able, asarule, to escape arrest. Under the 
statutes each manufacturer is compelled to 
take out a license, and must pay besides a tax: 
upon each still manufactured. But this 
statute is frequently violated, all the stills 
used in illicit distilleries being manufactured 
by persons without the government licenses. 
These violators of the law are but seldom ap- 
prehended, the distillers refusing to inform 
against them. 

On Friday, Deputy Marshal McDonald went 
into Paulding county and succeeded in atrest- 
ing two men who are thought to have been 
extensively engaged in this business. These 
were Major Neil and Wm. Neil. Deputy 
Marshal Abercrombie, who was with Me- 
Donald, arrested Alexander Bolles and 
Thomas Bragg. The men were arraigned be- 
fore Commissioner Haight, all four being 
charged with illicit distilling and the two 
Neils with manufacturing stills. The men 
waived examination and gave bond for their 
appearance in court. 

Among the witnesses in behalf of the de- 
fense was a negro who distinguished himself 
by his inability to tell the truth. In his 
testimony before the commissioner he told half 
a dozen different stories, contradicting himself 
time after time. The perjury was so patent 
that Judge Haight drew up a warrant against 
the fellow and quictly told him that he was on 
the way to the penitentiary.

where Many Distinguished New 
Yorkers Live. 
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How A PENITENTIARY IS MANAGED. 


prisoners at Work—Looking Through 


the Taundry—Alderman MecQOuade's 
Job—The Bakery, Etec., Ete. 
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New York, June 17.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—So many noted citizens of New York 
are at present resident of Sing Sing that the 
gamous institution in the little Hudson river 
come to be regarded as no 

jess than 4 suburb of the metropolis. 

jt is situated or &® narrow strip 
of land between the river, and the tracks 
of the New York Central railroad. The sur- 
rounding scenery is unusually beautiful, but 
the state boarders in the great gray buildings 

no more than a glimpse of the river now 
and then with the blue hills on the western 
ghore. From the north gate of the prison to 
the railway station is about a quarter of a mile 
in a straight line, but the highway that leads 
to the main gate winds. about so many little 
hills that the distance is more than trebled. 

It was about three in the 

afternoon of 2 Cay early in this week 

¢hat the writer W alked over the crooked road 
to the prison. On the way various groups of 
people were met returning from the institution. 

Atypical and suggestive picture was made by 
' party con: isting ¢ two women, 2 little girl 

and two young men. The women were dressed 
in the sombre weeds of mourning. One was 
much older than the other, The young men 
had the features of the elder woman. They 
had baskets on their arms, and as they walked 
slowly along the dusty road the young men 
made every efiort to talk cheerfully to their 
companions, and succeeded so well that they 
smiled and shamed their red and swollen eyes. 
The little gir! frolicked from one side of the 
road tothe other, elated at the discovery of 
strange wild flowers which she was 
not forbidden to pick. It was not 
dificult to surmise that the prisoner 
to whom they had paid a visit and for whom 
they had brouch! oranges, or homemade bread, 
or some favoriie delicacy, and beoks too per- 
haps, was the son of the aged woman, the hus- 
band of the younger, brother to the young men 
and father of the child. It was a surmise easily 
yerified and the writer learned later that the 
convict was serving his last year of a term for 
burglary, the iman’s first offense, and that he 
had been 2 well behaved and apparently peni- 
tent prisoner. 

There is nothing very impressive about the 
entrance to the prison. In a granite yard 
across tlic road halt a dozen men in the striped 
convict suit were at work, and their only guard 
was 2mean whosatona stone with a cane in 
his hand idly watching them and the passers 
by. No guard stood at the door and even on 

. the walis no sentry with his musket could be 

seen. The visitor entered the secretary’s office 
and was there referred to the princinal Keeper, 
Mr. James Connaughton down stairs. At the 
foot of the stairway further progress was barred 
by alicavy iton gate and the visitor had to 
turn aside intoa low dark room where pris- 
oners are taken for examination and to receive 
the visits of their friends. The writer was met 
there by Mr. Connaughton and by him con- 
ducted through the workshops and various de- 
partments of the institution. 

“Most of the prisoners have just finished 
their work for the day.”’ he explained, apolo- 
getically, ‘but they will be in the shops and 
vou may be able to get just as good an idea of 
prison life as if they were busy.” 

It proved that the time had Sion well chosen 
to see the convicts as they are, for when men 
are absorbed in attending the operation of a ma- 
chine they are much alke everywhere, whether 
they wear the’ striped suit or the ordinary 
citizens’ clothes. Mr. Connaughton led the 
way intothe prison yard, a formal affair, having 

large paiches of grass, a few flower beds and 
many prim walks traversing it from building 
to building.« A few steps to the south from the 


town has 
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keeper’s office is the printing shop of the in- 
Stitution. It consists of one small room in 
which all the apparatus of printing are in- 
cluded. There is only one workman. He 
sets the type, corrects the galleys, locks up the 
forms, takes proofs and does the press work. 
The press stands on a bench at one side, the 
case at another and the walls are covered from 
top to boitom with specimens of the printer’s 
art, taken mainly from the columns of the il- 
lustrated newspapers. The typographer whose 
sanctum is this room is a man who has caused 
a deal of talk in his time, devised the mest as- 
tounding schemes for making money,the mem- 
ory of whose sensational career will net soon 
fade away.

day,” said Mr. Connaughton. . “The general 
plan is to give each one a stint to perform, and 
when,that is done he has the rest of the shop 
time to himself. This he may put into loafing 
or readifig, but not the slightest fraction of 
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liberty of movement is allowed. No one ean 
valk in the yard without orders and there is 
no such thing here as a half holiday, when the 
prisoners have the freedom of the vard to play 
games or lark about as is the custom in some 
Massachusetts prisons.” , 

Mr. Connaughton expressed great pride in 
the ort’ of work turned out at the aan Tag 
He thonght there was no concern in the coun- 
try that could do any better. While he was 
pointing to great piles of spotless linen and 
highly polished shirt bosoms, a boyish looking 
man, With one of the brightest, pleasantest 
faces imaginable, came walking briskly across 
the flogr. Heseemed to be energy itself, and 
as cheerful as a schoolboy with a holiday. 
smiled all over his face when Mr. Connaughton 
spoke to him, and continued his walk with an 
clasiic step. - 

“I spoke to that man,”’ said the keeper ina 
low tone, ‘so that you might take notice of 
him. That was Alderman McQuade.’’ 

The next building visited was the shoe fac- 
tory, a feature of the prison which excites Mr. 
Connaughton’s pride even more than the 
laundry. The trimaphs of modern invention 
are there and are manipulated by skillful 
workmen. A few of the prisoners had not 
completed their stints and were still at work 
on the noisy machines. “On each floor a file of 
prisoners huddled close together was approach- 
Ing a water faucet. Each convict had under 
his arma wooden bucket, and as he came to 
the faucet he filled it with water, turned aside 
and placing the bucket on the floor, washed 
his face and hands thoroughly. This done 
they returned to their machines and idled. 
Mr, Connaughton delighted to show off the 
capacity of the men -and the machines, and 
that he had his favorites was evidenced by the 
celerity with which certain convicts at 
his approach jumped up from _ their 
seats and set their machines in 
motion. It was undoubtedly the machines 
and not the men that were favorites. In each 
case where he had the conyict exhibit his work 
he required no more than two or three turnsto 
be made and then passed on. A large heavy 
machine stood in a corner, and as the work- 
man saw Mr. Connaughton coming with a 
visiior he took a partly finished boot from a 
pile, set the machine a-rattling, and in an in- 
stant held up the boot with a heel that had 
becn put on in less time than it takes to read 
ahout it. 

“With that machine he heels fifteen hundred 
bocts a day,’’ said the keeper proudly. 

dhe bakery was next inspected where ten 
barrels of fiouraday are made into bread. 
Fach barrel makes twenty loaves, and it may 
be imagined that the loaves are of great size. 
On leaying the bakery the writer’s attention 
wis attracted bya man with thin lips and 
sharp features Who was walking slowly and 
moodily along with his hat pulled over his 
eyes. He had as sour and bitter an expression 
as one Seldom meets. He went to a 
the yard where there was a long row of wooden 
buckets with covers standing on the ground, 
Having picked out one he continued his waik. 

“Each convict,’’ explained the keeper, ‘‘has 
one of those buckets in his cell. He brings it 
out every morning and takes it back at night. 
That man who just picked up his bucket was 
Alderman Jaehne.”’ 

A moment later the keeper led the way toa 
small building in the first recom of which 
several convicts were silting apparently com- 
pleting their toilets. The next room contained 
forty bath tubs, and in each tub was a_ convict 
vigorously at work upon his bedy with soap 
and water and towels. The tubs were plain 
iron affairs not surrounded as is the case in 
dwellings by woodwork of any kind. 

‘This is one of the features of prison disci 
pline,’’said Mr. Connaughton, “to which many 
convicts tackle unkindly. Most of them are 
anxious to work and a long period of enforced 
idleness makes every man of them so blue that 
he would work fourteen hours a day if we 
would let him. But when it comes to a full 
bath once a-weck there is frequently a kick. 
I think I have had to inflict punishment for 
refusing to bathe more than for any other 
breach of discipline. I will show you the 
‘torture chamber’ now if you like.” 

This was in still another building. In the 
middle of a high, stone walled room wasa 
group of cells, the tops of which did not reach 
to the ceiling. The yisitor entered one of 
themand the keeper closed two iron doors 
upon him. He was left in total darkness. 
The cell was bare of furniture. Ventilation 
was secured by means of a crooked pipe that 
prevented the entrance of any light. 

‘In years past,’’ said the keeper after the 
visitor came out of the cell, ‘‘convicts were 
frequently kept in the dark cell foras many all 
thirty days. Now, we seldom leave them in 
longer thai over night. Against the was 
there you will see the weighing machine which 
has become famous because of sensational re- 
ports of its cruelty. The grand jury investi- 
gated it not very long ago and the report was 
substantially that it was not severe enough. 
Itis however {quite sufficient for our pur- 
poses.”’ 
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The weighing machine is very simple. A 
heavy piece of plank slids up or down between 
two posts placed against the wall. The plank 
may be brought to rest at any point and kept 
in position at any height from the floor by in- 
serting under it and through the posts a pair 
of iron pins. In the middle of the plank is a 
ring and halter clasp. Whena convict is to 
be punished he is handcuffed and the chain that 
holds the bracelets near together is fastened to 
the clasp. Then the plank is lifted by the 
keepers to such a height that 
the convict’s feet are  eniirely’ free 
from the floor. He is suspended by the wrists, 
and second by second the pain grows intense. 
At the visitor’s request, Mr. Connaughton 
handcuffed him, and having attached him to 
the plank, pushed it up until his toes were just 
touching the floor. This ‘was quite 
sufficient for fun, and the plank was quickly 
lowered. The keeper said thata suspension 
of thirty seconds was the average duration of 
punishment. The pressure of the iron on the 
wrist bone is severe, and it was evident that 
few convicts would contemplaie a punishment 
with mity.

The only restriction in this mat- 
ter requires that a convict shall eat what he 
takes and not leave it in his cell or bring it out 
With him in the morning. The keeper pointed 
out several noted convicts as they passed.

The head cook sees 
that none of his assistants fail to put the bast- 
ing on as fast as he can dip and spread it, 
and as fast as one side of the sheep is made 
hot it is turned over and the basted side turned 
down. The coals live on, and, now then,some 
Spirits of gravy drop into the ditch, and burst 
into a flame, which soon is quenched by water 
thrown upon it. Eternal vigilance is the 
price of mutton barbecued with credit to the 
cook. 

Here on these huge frames hang nine great 
supporting them. 
This one holds six hundred gallons; that, four 
hundred and the others smaller quantities. In 
these the hams were boiled and pretty soon the 
burgoo will be put. These are the hams, on that 
broad table; will youcount them? No? Then 
ask the cook their number. More than a hun- 
dred and a quarter, and not one of them less 
than a thirteen pounder. There is one given 
by ‘‘good Ike Shelby’? which weighs nearly 
double. that. He is a Baptist deacon, and 
Baptists are famous for fat sheep and 
‘‘priestly’’ hams. 

Now they are preparing for the ‘“‘burgoo.’’ 
Do you know what that is? No? Then you 
have lived in vain. Itis a soup whese taste is 
as delicate as the breath of violets, but whose 
satisfying qualities are as great as a right- 
hander trom John Sullivan on your jugular. 
Gus Jaubert alone knows the ng manner 
of its preparation. There is to be sixteen hun- 
dred pm, a of it cooked in these great 
cauldrons. See that wagon load of potatoes? 
All of them go in it, and these six sacks of 
onions. That stack of canned corn there, 
higher than your head, and that other cart 
load of tomatoes, and these bags of salt and 
strings of red pepper, and those skinned squir- 
rels and that breastwork of dressed chickens, 
and other things that you and I wot not of, go 
to make it perfect, and the fat of beeves and 
mutton, nel scraps of meat from both, and black 
pepper and almost any meats and vegetables 
not needed elsewhere are cast in judiciously 
to add their elements. Piled up yonder are 
ten thousand cups to drink it from tomorrow 
and hundreds of wooden buckets to hand it 
round in, lie in long rows beneath the tables, 

They are putting the materials in for the 
burgoo now. It will boil and bubble and sim- 
mer and splutter in these big pots all night 
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o’clock it will be done. Then they will dip it 
into buckets and set them along the tables 
where every one can take what he wants in his 
When you get yours don’t try to drink 
it--you will seald your throat if you do--for it 
holds heat like a sweet potato, but dip a piece 
of light bread in it and then eat the bread. 
You will start at it with a ravenous appetite 
but a tin cup full of it will make you a square 
meal. You see these barrels of pickles on the 
ground? Well, they will be on the tables to- 
morrow in wooden dishes and one of them will 
go well with your burgoo. “God bless you, 
Sairy Gamp, and don’t forgettotry the pickled 
cowcumber.”’

These long’ tables jhere under’ the 
trees willShardly get more than a smile of the 
sun during all the —. I have stepped them 
off and madea calculation of their length. 
Put in arow they would extend nearly a mile, 
and as the eating will begin at i1 o’clock 
and continue all day they are not likely to be 
crowded at any time. Morethan a hundred 
and two score fine Southdown muttons are 
spitted. They will average one ‘hundred and 
seventy-five pounds each, and twenty thou- 
sand people can hardly eat them all. 

And at last the day comes bright and beauti- 
ful. The heavens smile on the democracy.

Let us take a Jook up at the main speaker's 
stand, where the bands are playing stirring 
melodies. ‘‘Billy’’ Breckenrides is master of 
ceremonies and 1s to introduce the speakers. 
White-haired and white-bearded, with a young 
face and a stalwart frame, he is noticeable 
anywhere in the union and everywhere he is 
looked up to as the readiest and most fertile 
orator of his generation. In front of him, 
among the seats for the people, sits his sweet- 
faced wife, her soft eyes following his every 
movement with loving glances. By her side 
sits the wife of Senator McDonald, of Indiana, 
a magnificent lady, tall, portly and cious, 
with white hair and a most lovely face. On 
the stage by Colonel Breckenridge sits old Joe 
McDonald himself—‘Old Saddlebags,” they 
call him—cocked and primed with a speech as 
full of constitutional democracy as an egg is of 
meat, and near him is Green Smith, the acting 
lieutenant-governor of Indiana, “‘the bully 
boy with a glass eye’ who presided over 
the senate for sixty days and “never 
made a mistake against the democratic 

arty.”’ Near him sitsgJudge Ingersoll, of 

noxville, Tenn., who has come thus far to 
aid and assist in rebuilding the temple of our 
forefathers. By him beams the smiling eoun- 
tenance of Polk Johnson, the managing edi- 
tor of the Courier-Journal, whose bald head is 
constantly bowed in acknowledgment of greet- 
ings tendered him from the crowd. Senator. 
Beck, the canny Scot, is near by and Senator 
Joe Blackburn, he of the leather lungs and 
the iron jaw, whom the Indians named “The 
Roaring Wind of the Blue Grass” after they 
had heard him speak. Jim McCrary, ex-goy- 
ernorand present congressman, the smooth 
citizen of the foothills, and Matt Adams, the 
greal mogul of the mountains, and ‘‘Quinine 
Jim’’ MecKifizie, who while in congress had 
the duty taken off that useful drug,and dozens 
of other notables and ex-notables are all on 
the stand in such numbers that it would take 
half a column to enumerate them. Hardly a 
man of prominence in the state could miss 
this gathering and not be ashamed of himself. 

And out in the crowd yonder the notables 
are nearly as thick. There is one stalwart 
Kentuckian, with a shining silk hat on, and a 
nose Which bears its own credentials of modes- 
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as an Indian when he draws himself up to his 
six feet eight in his stocking feet. He carries 
an immense flag on a staff like a weayer’s 
beam. That is Colonel Adam Renicker, “of 
Cynthiana,” and he fondly believes that he 
and I and that flag slstted Cleveland. I saw 
him bear that flag through the streets of Chi- 
cago when Cleveland was nominated. He 
carried it again under my eye in procession at 
Indianapolis, when things looked very gloomy 
for the democrats, on the very night when 
Burchard made his unfortunate speech to 
Blaine in New York. He earried it at the 
inauguration, and I was with him when he 
took it to the white house and was presented 
to Mr. Cleveland.

That way tends Lexington hospitality. 

Just outside the grounds is a large wagon 
load of beer packed in ice and tapped as fast as 
used. This is the gift of John Lell, a big- 
hearted German, nat you are welcome to it 
withoul money and without price. If you 
haye enough you can’t get another drop any- 
where. You must be introduced by a gentle- 
man and behave yourself like one. 

So the eating and drinking and frolicking 
goes on; the orators thunder and the children 
lay about the grounds and in the swings. 
Nobody is drunk, nobody is quarrelsome, 
there is not a fight nor a cross word spoken al] 
day, every one of the twenty thousand or more 
a ole gets all he wants to eat, and four wagon 
oads of bread are hauled off to the orphan 
asylums and hospitals, ‘The meat and scraps of 
bread left over are gathered up by the poor in 
baskets, and every one goes away contented 
and happy after a day of peace and jollity. 

That isasample of a Kentucky barbecue, 

and men of both parties and who had fought 
on both sides in the war were there with wives 
and children. The shades of evening fell, the 
benediction was pronounced by a white-haired 
old minister, who had been a confederate 
chaplain, and a day that had opened auspic- 
iously closed in beautiful form. No wonder 
Simon Boliver Buckner smiled gently as he 
rode back to town to get his cob pipe and 
solace himself with a smoke.
